A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone Interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an Interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified In §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business writh the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which.there Is disagreement or doubt. 


The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
inconnplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (if Form Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the Interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Zacharakis discussed reasons why she believes the declaration 
filed under 37 CFR 1.132 was adequate to establish that the co-authors George C. Themelis. Emmanuel P. 
Prokopakis, Irene Orfanudaki, Eugenics Koumantakis and Emmanuel S. Helidonis of a paper presented in a separate 
37 CFR 1.131 declaration are not co-inventors of the subject matter described and claimed in the instant application. 
The examiner requested that the case law supporting this conclusion be presented in any response to the outstanding 
Office action (paper no. 13). The examiner re-iterated his reasons for concluding that the declaration under 37 CFR 
1.131 is incomplete and therefore inadequate to establish possession of the claimed invention. Ms. Zacharakis 
indicated that a new declaration may be filed to address this issue. The rejection of claims 6, 7, 9-13, and 16 under 35 
use 102(e) as being anticipated by Richards-Kortum was discussed. Applicant presented a proposed claim 17 which 
substantially corresponds to claim 18 of U.S. Application Publication Number 2002/0007122 A1. Mr. Calvert and Mr. 
Nerbun indicated that this proposed amendment would not be entered if presented as a fomrial amendment since it 
raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search and It is not deemed to place the application 
in better fomrj for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal. Specifically the proposed claim 
newly recites "providing an automated triggering signal to initiate a measurement period relative to said applying step". 
Mr. Calvert and Mr. Nerbun indicated that Ms, Zacharakis may wish to file and RCE application containing this new 
claim 17. . 
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
